a. Claims 1-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Millard et al. 

Millard discloses a pilot information display device comprising displaying a 
current attribute 13, receiving a target attribute (corresponding to the tip 
end of needle 12), finding a first capture initiation attribute 10 for the 
vehicle to initiate capture of the target attribute, and displaying the 
attributes on display 1 1 . 

Regarding claim 4, the current attribute is the current position of the 
vehicle from where it needs to be, the target attribute corresponds to the 
position on the display that needs to be captured, and the first capture 
attribute corresponds to the position on the display at 10 where capture is 
initiated. 

Regarding claim 6, needle 12 shows a trajectory to the target 
attribute relative to the current attribute. 
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2. Claims 5 and 7-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

3. Claims 1 9-33 are allowed.

5. Regarding applicant's remarks filed 3-18-04, on page 2 it is stated that Millard 
does not show a point at which the aircraft should initiate capture to attain a target 
attribute. However, in Figure 4 Millard clearly shows initiation point 10 corresponding to 
a speed value of 1 10 kts at which initiation of reaching capture speed 140 kts takes 
place. Thus, Millard clearly teaches a first capture initiation attribute, which is the point 
at which the air vehicle initiates capture by accelerating to reach target 12.
